The formula: is unexpectedly 
satisfactory both to China and 
Soviet Russia, and it is believed 
here that the sale will te an- 
nounced within a few weeks. 
The transaction does not involve 
any cash whatever. 

Briefly, Soviet Russin proposes 
to dispose of her interests in the 
Manchurian railway for ou fixed 
stm, which has not vet been deter- 
mined.

Dut 
the amount is not especially inm- 
portant in this transaction. 


Dutfes on Russian Goods, 


The formula — stipulntes that 
China shall pay for the railway in 
duties on Ruassinn goods imported 
into Chinese territory. In other 
words, all Soviet ygoods imported 
into China shall be admitted with- 
out payment, — and the duties 
charged against the sale price of 
the Chinese Eastern.

It 
appeara that after news of the 
occupation of Shaowu and Kuang- 
teh by the Communists had come 
to hand, Generals Chieng Yu- 
kuang and Lin Ping-chow made a 
determined attack upon them and 
succeeded in reoccupying the two 
citles without much difficulty. 
The magistrates of the two cities 
who had fled to Kienyang with 
their seala of. offen have now 
returned and resumed their duties, 

It is gnid that during their 
occupation of Shuowu, they burn- 
ed 40 large houses, and later 
curried off 200 men and 600 
women ns prisoners, and forced 
the people to give them $8,000.000. 

Kienning-hsien is still in’ the 
hands of the Communists, but 
General Liu Ho-ting and tho other 
commanders in that region have 
determined, as soon as reinforce- 
ments und supplies reach them, 
that the Communists will 
entirely eliminated, *
